Preliminary drawings, current-| 
ly being studied, show a station 
which will be similar in design to 
stations 5 (North Fair Oaks) and 
6 (700 Oak Grove avenue, Menlo 
Park) of the fire district. 

The new station, however, 
will be designed to accommo- 
date three pieces of apparatus 
rather than the usual two. 

Nichols designed both stations 
5 and 6; they each house two piec 
es of equipment and requisite

Miss Ross declared that a 6,000» 
square-foot building would be the 
minimum reasonable size for Men- 
lo Park at this time. Such a struc- 
ture, she said, probably would be 
adequate for the city for some 10] 
years, provided bookmobile, or 
branch ‘library service would be 
relied upon to supply the needs of 
outlying areas such as the Alame- 
da de las Pulgas and Belle Haven. 
At $12 per square foot, such a 
building, she pointed out, would 
cost $72,000.

Camera Proves Useful Ally of MP Police: 
Continuing Program Pays Off, Chief Says 


Criminals and other malefactors 
some times leave evidence which 
is minute enough to escape a cas- 
ual inspection by the naked eye, 


or which may become meaning- | 


less within a few hours. 


But thanks to the Menlo Park | 
* police 


department’s continuing 
program to train all officers in 


the use of cameras and the arts 
of photography, a‘ record on rela- 
tively imperisable celluloid can 
be called back time and again. 


To show that it works, Menlo! 


Park Police Chief George Potter 
recalled this week, two of the 
most significant crimes committed 
in Menlo Park in the past two 
years have been solved with the 
aid of photography. 

Actually, Chief Potter observ- 
ed, the department is well 
equipped not only to take pic- 
tures which can be used in 
tracing criminals of various 
sorts, but also for use as evi- 
dence, A 
Cameras are used by the police 
also, to record accident scenes so 
that the blame, if any, can be 
fixed. 

To implement the program on 
all levels, the department has pur- 
chased a small, simple “flash”

The pictures taken in this 
particular case, incidentally, 
were presented as evidence in 
court and contributed to the 
getting a verdict of “guilty” 
from the jury. 

Again, several months ago, two 
east bay men were apprehended 
by Oekland police with several 
hundred dollars worth of mer- 
chandise in their car. 

Not equipped to analyze 
marks found on the window sill 
of a Menlo Park hardware store, 
burglarized the same night, Menlo 
Park police had to eali in state 
crime lab workers. But it was 
shown, through photography, that 
tools found in the possession of 
the east bay men had been used 
to force the window and cash 
drawer of the local business con- 
cern,

The east bay men confessed. 

Turning his attention to the 

imporience of photography in 
traffic work, Chief Potter point- 
ed out, first, that pelice photos 
may only be used by the de- 
partment. Photographs cannot 
be obtained for use by insur- 
ance men or lawyers. 

But they can be used not only 
to help officers diagram an acci- 
dent, but also to fix the blame 
for what happened. The cars them- 
selves, of course, may have to be 
moved from the scene before any 
determination of this sort can be 
made.

Unified as 
Schools 
Plans Vary 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


The county committee on school 
district organization is now study- 
ing a number of proposals involv- 
ing parts of the Sequoia high 


school district, most of them for} 


unifying (consolidating elemen- 
tary and high schools) various 


portions of the existing. Two were 
submitted by 10 citizens of Ath- 
erton and Menlo Park, of whom 
eight were members of the city 
councils, including the twa ma- 
jors. 

These two proposats are iden- 
tical except that in one East Palo 
Alto is included, and in the other 
excluded. The proposal consists 


of unifying the Las Lomitas, Men-|} 


lo Park and Ravenswood school 
districts plus that part of Ather- 
ton in the Redwood City school 
district. 

All of the cities of Atherten 
and Menlo Park would be con- 
tained, as well as all lands that 
ultimately might come inside 
the respective cities by annex- 
ation. 

The effect of the proposals 
would be that one school board, 
elected by the citizens of this 
area, would be the governing 
body for education from kinder- 
garten through the twelfth grade. 
It would operate all of the ele- 
mentary schools in Las Lomitas 
and Menlo Park School Districts 
plus in one case all of the schools 
in Ravenswood and in the other 
only the Flood Park, Willow and 
Belle Haven schools. In addition, 
the new board would operate 
Menlo-Atherton High, and, in the 
case of the inclusion of East Palo 
Alto, the proposed East Palo Alto 
high school. 

The initial figures 
by the County Committee’s staff 
present interesting data. Let us 
first take the proposal including 
all of Ravenswood. : 

This school district, on the 
basis of 1954-55 figures, would 
have an assessed valuation of 
an enroliment in: 
the elementary schools’ of 7,415, 
and an enrollment of 1505 in 
high school. This district would 
have an assessed valuation of 
$8740 per unit of average daily 
attendance in elementary 
schools. 


worked up 


The second proposal eliminates 
that part of Ravenswood School 
District lying outside the city 
limits of Menlo Park (except for 
a couple of islands). This exclud- 
ed area is approximately the ter- 
ritory known as East Palo Alto. 
This school district would have 
an assessed valuation of $50,156,- 
000, an enrollment of 5,228 in ele- 
mentary schools, and an enroll- 
ment of 1,131 in high school. The 
assessed valuation per 
average daily attendance in this 
district would, however, be $9,873, 
or 13 per cent higher than with 
East Palo Alto included. 

In comparison with the above, 
the average for Sequoia high 
school district is $8730 per unit 
of average daily attendance in 
elementary schools. 

Thus, on the larger district our 
proposal would incorporate just 


about the average wealth level of 


the entire Sequoia area. 

Is East Palo Alto were not to 
be included, the wealth level 
would be approximately 13 per 
cent higher than the district-wide 
average,

British-American Friendship Remains Firm 
Even in Changing World, Menlo Prof Says 


“Asia is the area where British 
and American policies diverge 
most acutely. Communist China 
and Southeast Asia, in that order, 
are the greatest sources of dif- 
ference. 

“British

China,” Dr. Rockwell observed. 
“Yet Sir Anthony Eden and his 
government stand with us in op- 
posing Communist aggression ag- 
ainst Formosa, and encourage 
Nehru to do the same.

“Britain places less stock than 
we do in the effectiveness of the 
Southeast Asia security pact. Be- 
cause of commonwealth ties with 
India and Ceylon, and a continu- 
ing interest in Burma, the United 
Kingdom cannot give this pact its 
undivided support.” 


Dr. Rockwell said that, “Except 
in official circles, the United 
States has not been popular in 


Great Britain during the last year. 
We have been accused of being 
We are pop- 
ularly regarded as a mercurial 
and bellicose people who may 
trigger a third world war tnat no 
European wants. 

“We are still thought of by 
many as a gauche, uncultured 
nation with no past worth an- 
chering to. We have lost our 
aura of ‘nobility’ in recent 
years, as one distinguished Eng- 
lish journalist puts it, not alone 
by the impact of McCarthyism 
abroad, but by what is regarded 
as our lack of generosity in both 
domestic and foreign affairs,” 
he went on to say. 

“Some of the anti-Americanism 
that has found expression in re- 
cent months has, without doubt, 
been kindled by ill-considered acts 
or statements on our part. We 
frightened many British people 
by talk of ‘massive retaliation.’ for 
example. at a moment when they 
felt such retaliation could only 
mean a world conflict for which 
the West was not yet prepared and 
which no one wanted anyway,” he 
continued. 

“There are other reasons for 
strains on the bonds of friendship. 
STRAINS 

“In part, reflect 


these strains 


the fact that so very few English|' 


peopie have been able to travel 
in the United States for almost a 
whole generation because of cur- 
rency problems. In part they grow 
from the fact that the British peo- 
ple today are the somewhat reluc 
tant hosts to a large guest air force 
of young Americans, although 
wise endeavors are being made 
from both sides to resolve this | 
problem. 

“Yet the feelings in the Un- 
ited Kingdom about the United | 
States run deeper than these | 
things,” he explained, however. | 
“Whereas we look upon Great 
Britain as a principal partner in 
a total werld situation, the Un- | 
ited States looms larger in Brit- 
ish cyes today than any other 
nation except Russia. 

“This perspective, which really 
must be experienced to be under-| 
stood, carries with it a sense of| 
diminished British greatness and} 
new dependence that causes re-| 
sentment among many,” Dr. Rock- | 
well added. 

“The encouraging fact is that| 
Britons who come to the United 
States quickly outgrow the stereo-| 
typed notions about us that pre-} 
vail at home. And the American | 
who goes to England with honesty! 
and discernment discovers that| 
some of the British criticism of| 
his homeland is well-founded. | 
“He also learns that the anti-| 
American feeling which arises 


from prejudice, misinformation, | 
or ignorance melts away in a few) 
days of searching and candid dis- 
cussion.

Near at Hand: 


San Mateo County's Coastside Offers 


Pleasure and Interest 


Sometimes, the most familiar; 
objects are pretty much taken for 
granted; the familiar sights are 
looked at but not seen and the 
things one does for “relaxation” 
become a ritual which never ful- 
fills the purpose. 

This should never become true 
in San Mateo county; particularly, 
it should never become true when 
one packs the family into the au- 
tomobile to visit any part of the 
picturesque coastside within a few 
hours drive of Menlo Park. 

Scattered along the shore of 
the Pacific are 18 beaches, maim- 
tained by the county, and a va- 
riety of other points of interest. 

When it comes to beaches, one 
has his choice: he can drive his 
auto to the edge of the sand, at a 
location as near the county’s cent- 
er of population as possible, and 
find himself in a relatively crowd- 
ed place. 

Or he can drive a little farther, 
find himself a beach a little hard- 
er to get to, scramble down the 
cliff that guards it and have rela- 
tive privacy. 

MANY INTERESTS 

To the geologist, of course, the 
coastside tells an interesting story 
—-a story of the building of moun- 
@ tains and the carving of them by 

wind and wave. 

‘To the historian, it means some- 
thing else. Picking-out, say, the 
camps of the Portola expedition, 
which brought the first white ex- 
plorers to the county in 1769, can 
provide an interesting day’s di- 
version. 

To the fisherman, of course, it 
means something else again.

the road from Half Moon Bay over 
the mountains, the outcrops 
change to buff or grey rock. 

Here, for another type of 
hobbyist, are fossils, mostly 
shells, many of which are simi- 
lar to those found on beaches 
today. 

In this general area 
accessible parts of it—between 
San Gregorio and La Honda, oil 
has been found at depths of 1500 
to 2400 feet. Commercially valu 
able quantities, however, have not 
been indicated. Where the high- 
way crosses Coyote creek, one 
passes a road which, at one time, 
led to these old oil fields. 

Near here too, if one has natur- 
alist tendencies, an investigation 
of some of the cliffs might prove 
interesting. They are made up 
of the skeletons of small sea ani 
mals, known as diatoms. 

FOR ROCK HOUNDS 

Down near Pescadero is Pebble 
Beach, well known to rock hounds. 
Small agate, jasper and chalce- 
donic quartz pebbles are found in 
this locality. 

Three miles further 
viewer from the coastal highway 
can see not one, but two ‘wave- 
cut terraces.’ One is 300 feet 
above the present stand of the 
sea, the other, 75 feet. These 
give even more graphic evidence 
of the uplifting of the coastal 
mountains. 

As one continues on, next 
major stopping point, possibly, 
would be Pigeon point light- 
house, open to the public dur- 
ing certain hours of the day. 
South of this is Franklin point, 
with many dunes and groves of 
monterey cypress and monterey 
pine.
